' Begun on Wineries 


Libel suits against five win- 
eries in Los Angeles and vicin- 
ity were filed in the. United 
States District Court yester- 
day by Asst:.U. S. Attorney 
Armstrong, praying the court 
for authority to destroy a total 
of 22,545 gallons of wine, as- 
serted to be of illegal manufac- 
ture. 

No criminal: prosecution will 
develop from the libels, but it 
is probable that the winemak- 
ers’ will be foreed to pay high 
taxes and penalties to the In- 
ternal Revenue. Bureau. 

Two other wineries, besides 
those named in the libel suits, 
are now under investigation j 4 
by prohibition agents, accord- 
ing to Asst. U. S. Atty. Simp- 
son, as well as some in the 
northern district.

DEATH INVESTIGATIONS 
KEEPS CORONER BUSY 


Of all the deaths in San Ber- 
nardino County during the pe- 
riod between Jan. 1, 1924, and 
May 15, 1925, the office of 
Coroner J. B. Hanna was ¢call- 
ed on 341 of them, according to 
a report just issued. In 196 
of them it was only necessary 
to sign a death certificate. In- 
quests held to determine the 
cause of death numbered 145. 

Automobile accidents deaths 
led with 38, railroads being 
second with 25; 28 persons 
were killed in accidents other 
than those of automobile and 
ailroad. Nineteen deaths were 
due to violence, including mur- 
der. Twenty persons in the 
county committed suicide. 

Eleven deaths were. due to 
natural causes.

Organize for Safety 


(Riverside Enterprise) 

California women have declared war on 
street and highway accidents and are mobil- 
izing their forces for a long and intensive 
state-wide campaign of education in safety 
and accident prevention, according to reports 
received by Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 
as chairman of the National Conference on 
Street and Highway Safety. sb 

This campaign, which is being organized by 
the Woman’s Division of the California De- 
velopment Association, will be participated in 
by the California State: Automobile Associa- 
tion, the Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, the State Parent-Teachers Association, 
the State Federation and the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, the police depart- 
ments of San Francisco and Los Angeles, rep- 
resentatives of railroads and transportation 
companies and a number of other state and 
local organizations. At a recent meeting held 
in Del Monte, a large number of facts re- 
garding conditions throughout the State were 
reported by the representatives of these vari- 
ous organizations. 

Plans which were adopted at this meeting 
call for.an organization period of fourteen 
weeks, during which time district chairmen 
of the five major districts of California will 
be appointed; county chairmen will be ap- 
pointed by these district chairmen; local 
chairmen will be appointed by the county 
chairmen; and these local chairmen will in 
turn organize local safety committees. The 
entire work of organization is to be com- 
pleted by June 1. 

Starting on June the various local com- 
mittees will begin a six months competitive 
campaign to reduce street and highway acci- 
dents in their respective communities. On 
December 1 statistics relative to reduction in 
accidents will be compiled and a prize given 
according to the percentage of accident re- 
duction during the six months period.

Elwood Haynes to whom is ascribed the in- 
vention of the automobile died at his home 
at. Kokomo, Indiana, recently. It-was on the 
Fourth of July, 1894, that Haynes took a con- 
traption run by gasoline out on’ a country 
road and drove it to town at the remarkable 
speed of eight miles*an hour. * ; 

Necessity was the mother of invention with 
Haynes. As field superintendent of a natural 


gas company, he had a large territory to ¢ov-* 


er, and he tired of making it with a horse and 
buggy, and hit upon the scheme “of the 
‘‘horseless carriage’’ that he might make his 
trips more quickly. A year later ‘the ‘auto- 
mobile idea was of such practical value that 
Haynes organized a company for the manu- 
facture of automobiles.' From then on the 
inventive geniuses of Michigan and Indiana 
devoted their attention to the perfection of 
the gas engine. . 

' Henry Ford squirted gasoline out of his 
contraption down Woodward avenue in De- 
troit to the consternation of the street car 
horses and the patrieian bobtails of Jeffer- 
son. and. Woodward avenues. ~ 

Over in Ann Arbor, Howard Coffin, who 
was employed by the. postoffice to carry the 
mail between the depot and the postoffice, 
and whose stipend for the service helped him 
through the engineering department of the 
state university, rigged) up the first convey- 
ance which ever carried United States * mail 
under its own power. ; 

In Flint, ‘‘Billy’’ Durant started his me-

E. P. Jochimsen, manager of 
the La Verne Orange Association, 
hag just returned from a four- 
weeks’ trip throughout the east 
during which time he visited five 
of the big auction markets, as well 
as many of the private sales mar- 
kets where the California Fruit 


Growers’ Exchange has represent- 
atives. During his itinerary he 
had a splendid opportunity of com-| 
ing in close contact with the fruit 
shipped by the La Verne Orange 
Association, as well as that ship- 
ved by other houses, and had the 
interesting experience of seeing. 
at first hand, how the fruit looked 
after its trip across the continent, 
and also, how the fruit was re- 
ceived by the trade. 

From his observations, Mr. Joch- 
imsen is convinced of the fact that | 
the preparation of citrus fruits for 
the eastern markets so that they 
will give satisfaction go the trade 
and to the consumers, is a problem 
of vital importance, and is one 
which is not given sufficient con- 
sideration by most of the Cali- 
fornia shippers. To realize this, 
it is only fecessary that one be 
in the eastern markets to learn 
and to see how other shippers 
from other districts are preparing 
their fruit, and to note the strong 
preference which is displayed for 
a well packed and attractive pack- 
age. A good quality of fruit, a 
high pack, and a neat and attract- 
ive package is what the buyers 
are demanding, and what is just 
as important, are willing to pay 
the price for. 

Huge Fruit Display Rooms 

In the large auction markets, the 
fruit is unloaded and promfnently 
displayed in huge display rooms 
two or three blocks long; thus the 
buyers have a good opportunity to 
inspect and compare the fruit 
which is available for sale each 
day. As the buyers walk through 
the display room they make nota- 
tions concerning the quality and 
condition and appearance of each 
lot of fruit and decide which lots 
they wish to bid on. If the fruit 
does not have a good appearance 
the buyers who visit the display 
rooms before the sale opens will 
not bid on this fruit. The ship- 
pers whose fruit has a good pack 
and show good quality are the 
ones which secure the highest 
prices. 

The buyers in these large mar- 
kets certainly understand their 
job and are keen judges of fruit 
values. They quickly become fa- 
miliar with the characteristics of 
different brands of fruit, and al- 
ways watch for those brands which 
are consistently desirable in qual- 
ity and pack. Probably it is large- 
ly because the La Verne Orange 
Association has consistently kept 
these large auction markets sup- 
plied with a high quality package 
that it has enjoyed such splendid 
and consistent returns. 

Mr. Jochimsen found that the 
representatives of the California 
Fruit Exchange in the eastern 
markets are very much “alive to 
their jobs” and are doing their ut- 


panies find it necessary to use 
California oranges. 

In visiting different eastern cities 
it was found that general business 
conditions were fair. In talking to 
one salesman representative of a 
large manufacturing company, the 
expression was made that he had 
a book full of orders but very 
small volume, meaning, of course, 
that buyers were buying only 
enough for their immediate needs 
in a hand to mouth sort of a way 
In every city that was visited 
there did not seem to be much 
unemployment, and business con- 
ditions appeared good. 

Reasons For Good Prices z 

The strong market which pre- 
vails this year in citrus fruits 
seemed to be due to the fact Flor- 
ida’s' crop is lighter than last 
year’s and also to the freeze in 
California which also cut down the 
quantity of fruit to be sold. No 
doubt a very orderly distribution 
of the fruit on the part of both 
California and Florida shippers 
helped to keep the market steady 
and in a healthy condition. The 
auction markets which are really 
the price setters for the country, 
have not been flooded with a sur- 
plus of fruit to be sold at low 
prices, and the result has been 
that confidence has been main- 
tained with the trade, and they 
have readily absorbed most of the 
offerings which were available. 
With this» healthy condition . pre- 
vailing more fruit has been sold 
at comparatively high prices than 
could have been disposed of in a 
weak, apathetic and uncertain mar- 
ket.

Florida Shipping Good Fruit 

It was particularly interesting to 
note the very material improve- 
ment which the Florida shippers 
have made in their packing opera- 
tions. Florida shippers are today 
placing upon the market a box of 
fruit that contains from twenty to 
twenty-one pounds more to the 
box than the California box con- 
tains. The sizing of the fruit in 
their boxes is at least one size 
larger than ours; in other words, 
their 200 size packs would be 
equivalent in size to our 150 size. 

They have good quality fruit and 
an extremely high pack. 

- As we know, the recent increase 
of production in Florida has been 
very remarkable, and there are 
‘stil many thousands of acres of 
young orchards in Florida which 
are not yet, in bearing. Therefore 
it.ig very necessary for all Cali- 
fornia shippers, if they are to 
maintain their present prestige in 
‘the market. and compete favorably 
with the Florida shippers that they 
be even more careful in selecting 
the
